THE MUNICIPAL COURT QUESTION. 
Dr. Lord, of Edgerton, has introduced a 
bill in the Assembly which provides for 
the establishment of a Municipal Court in 
Janesville. It shall have concurrent ju­ 
risdiction with the Circuit Court of the 
county, lh all cases of crimes and misde­ 
meanors arising in the county, except 
murder, but the person charged witn a 
crime may demand in writing to be tried 
in the Circuit Court, and the demand shall 
be granted. It che bill becomes a law, the 
voters of Rock county, shall, on the first 
Tuesday in April, the day on which occurs 
the 
regular 
spring 
elections, 
elect 
a person to the judgeship of the Municipal 
Court, who shall hold his office for the 
term of six years. He shall appoint a 
clerk of the court, the Judge to fix the 
salary thereof and to pay the same. Sec • 
don 7 of the bill reads as folio * s : 
Section 7. Said municipal coart shall be held 
at the cit/ot Janesville, la some suitable place 
to be provided and suitably famished by said 
city. All d&es and penalties collected in crimi­ 
nal cases in which the Slate la a party, ahall be 
immediately paid by said J adge to the treasurer 
of said city, and shall bs br him annually ac­ 
counted tor and paid over to the treasurer of the 
comity of Bock at the time of his paying over the 
county taxes. All fines collected in city prose­ 
cutions shall be immediately paid by said j adge 
to the treasurer of said city. At the time of such 
payment to the county treasurer, the said county 
shall pay to said city one-half of all anoia paid 
by it for record books, blanks, stationery, office 
furniture, lights, fad, end the other expenses of 
sold court. 
Thifi provision, so (hr m the fines and 
penalties ore concerned, are not very dif 
i or cot from the present law. The last sec. 
(ion of the bill provides: 
Section IO. The common Connell of said city, 
with the concurrence of the county bourd of 
Rock county, may fix a salary for said judge, not 
exceeding three thousand dollars per annum, 
payable quarter yearly at the end of each quarte r 
year, one half by said city ana one halt by said 
county, in which case the fees hereinafter pro­ 
vided shall be collected and applied to the pay­ 
ment of such salary.

Not only do cases arise, from time to 
time, m which teachers who may have 
ouQd it neces:ary to inflict punishment 
upon refractory pupils, are arrested for 
assault, but a notion still prevails, in many 
quarters, thai. corporal punishment is un­ 
lawful; that auy teacher who makes use of 
it is liable to arrest aud flue. The effect of 
this is greatly to weaken the discipline of 
the schools, where such a notion prevails 
Miss Florence Campbell, of Marshall, in 
this county, was tried before the Circuit 
Court in tau city, last week, on a charge 
of assault in whipping an uoraly boy. 
Judge Stewart, in giving the case to the 
jury, delivered the following charge,which 
while reaffirming the well settled common 
law upon tne subject, does not omit to 
point out the limits beyond which the 
teacher should not go. The jury returned 
s verdict of not guilty. 
It is one of the duties of a school teacher 
to maintain order in school during school 
hoars, and enforce obedience to lawful 
rales. For that purpose, when necessary, 
the teacher may inflict reasonable corporal 
punishment. What may be reasonable and 
proper punishment in a given case, de­ 
pends a great deal on the circumstances of 
such case. In cases of trial, on a charge ot 
excessive punishment of course the jury 
must determine from the evidence how 
severe the punishment was, and whether 
or not in the given case, it was excessive 
or unreasonable. In every case it ought to 
•top short ot brutality, or serious or lasting 
bodily injuries. Within such boundaries, 
it may go to the extent of securing the 
obedience of the scholar, and, of course, 
should De measured somewhat by tke de 
gree of obstinacy, disobedience, and will­ 
ful conduct of the pupil, even though it 
leaves marks upon the surface of the skin 
or body. 
As I have said, the law does not sanc­ 
tion brutal punishment, or such as inflicts 
great, serious, or lasting bodily Injuries, 
but there may be cases which will cause 
all right minded persons to regret that 
physical strength 
upon the part 
of 
teacher failed to reduce wilful, disobedi­ 
ent, perverse and obstinate scholars to obe­ 
dience. 
Punishment should begin in 
moderation, and if the child then fall to 
mind and becomes perverse, stubborn, In­ 
subordinate and profane, and continues lo 
such conduct, it may be rightly Increased, 
even though it becomes so severe as to 
cause the pupil punished to wear its 
stripes. 
In view of the evidence and these In­ 
structions, take tuts case and render such a 
verdict as you think ought to be rendered. 
or as is right Brutal, cruel, and inhuman 
punishment ought not to sanctioned In 
families, schools, or civil government; but 
those who think that subordination or 
reasonable and proper goyernment can bn 
always maintained by love and kindness. 
shut their eyes to to the history of man­ 
kind, and the propensities which lead some 
to stubborn, wilful, and 
eyen 
criminal 
disobedience 
to 
rules 
of 
gov 
ernmen: and 
laws, 
from 
childhood 
to age; in instances as innumerable al­ 
most as the sands upon the seashore, the 
best of family and school governments 
have failed to make good men and women; 
some even nuder such circumstances, be­ 
come bad citizens, violators of the best 
laws, making jails and prisons necessary, 
creating outbreaks rn mobs and rebellion 
against the best and mildest laws and gov- 
ernmen ta. 
While cruelty, as I baya said, and op­ 
pression should be avoided upon the part 
of all governments, subordination mast be 
sustained. Anarchy is the most uoeafe 
condition that can exist anywhere.

LINOOLN’S CLEMENCY.

Notwithstanding the extreme clemency 
of President Lincoln, be would notallow 
his tenderncs ot heart to interfere with 
stern justice when he believed the good of 
the country at stake. During the winter 
of 1864, the conduct of the war was the ab­ 
sorbing topic at Washington; the town was 
lull of military and naval officers coming 
and going; the corridors of the Executive 
Mansion were so crowded from morning to 
ulght that orders were sometimes issued to 
admit nobody to the building except priv­ 
ileged persons. 
At that time an Ohio 
lawyer and his client, an old man, whose 
son, a private in a Western regiment, had 
been sentenced to be shot for disertlon, 
were very anxious to see Lincoln, that 
they might intercede for mercy. 
They 
stood in the ante-room from an early hour 
of 
the 
day 
appointed 
for 
the 
executioa begging for an interview. Unable 
to gain admission, the lawyer entreated 
several men who had secured an audience 
to toy to move Lincoln to annul the sen­ 
tence, which, it carried out, would certainly 
drive the young soldier’s parents into a 
mad-house. The President was in the 
gayest of humors when his private secreta­ 
ry entered, leaned over and whispered a 
few words in his ear. H u Cace changed ; 
became suddenly solemn ; he reflected for 
a moment before he replied, - Tell Mr. — 
r the father,] that I will not see him. I 
cannot. Do not ask me again. Tye read 
the papers closely. Tne boy bM deserted 
three times, the last time when on guard 
in this city. He cannot be pardoned. He 
must be shot.” He resumed conversation; 
but his gayety was ail gone. One might 
nave thought that It was he who was doom • 
ed. But his mind was made up; his decision 
was irrevocable. 
The lawyer, hearing 
what Lincoln had said, knew further efforts 
to be useless. He crossed the bridge into 
Virginia with the grief-stricken father, and 
reached camp rn time for a final Interview. 
The parting was so distressing that nobody 
coaid witness it. 
At the close, the old 
man was led away like one distraught. At 
6 p. rn. the young soldier walked calmly to 
his {lost; admitted the justice of his sen­ 
tence, and died like an American. He lei 
dead in the presence of his regiment, three 
bullets passing through his heart. Lincoln 
is said to have been so pained by the exe­ 
cution that he never alluded to it after­ 
ward. No man was ever stronger and 
tenderer than he.

There has been in the past much thought 
and talk about having a railroad built be­ 
tween this city and Beloit, but of late it 
has rather dropped out of public notice, 
although with some individual members 
oi the community it has not been left to 
s umber. 
Mr. A. A. Jackson baa for two 
years past 'been keeping the matter in 
ailed, and from time to time I1&9 quietly 
made moves In that direction, and his ex­ 
ertions 
seem 
to 
be 
now ripening 
into 
definite~ 
action, 
and 
give ground for hope that it will ere long 
result in the completion and success of the 
enterprise. Mr. .Jackson was in Milwaukee 
yesterday, conferring with the officers of 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad Com­ 
pany, and they have decided to put on a 
corps ot engineers next week, it the weath­ 
er permits, to make a survey of the con­ 
templated road, 
it is understood that if 
this city gives encouragement to the enter­ 
prise, and will aid it somewhat financially, 
not to exceed $10,000, there is little donbt 
but that it will be pushed to a completion. 
The advantages of such a road need not 
to be dwelt upon, and they will be still 
farther increased, if the long contemplsted 
Hoe (rom R ockford to Beloit is built, and 
there is a stro n g probability that lf the
